THE TWO GREAT SCULLERS’ MATCHES ON MONDAY LAST. 
KILSBY AND SPENCER FOR £50.—GURTEEN AND LOVELL FOR £20. 

Monpay laSt was in many respects a most auspicious day in the metropolis, 
for it was the natal day of the Prince of Wales, and, moreover, the occasional 
si the Lord Mayor's annual pageant—circumstances which, it would have 
been supposed, might possibly tend to keep pleasure-seekers from _ the bosom 
of Old Father Thames, over which a bitter wind was sweéping, and ‘‘ warning 
off ” (how glibly these words come uppermost within the past fortnight!) those 
whose inclinations would lead them to witness the grand fleld-day promised 
in the two important matches set down in the register of aquatic events for 
decision. The first was by far the finest scullers’ race seen this season, the 
competitors being William Spencer, a landsman, of the Temple, and Frank 
Kilsby, a waterman’s apprentice, of the Old Barge-house, who, it will be re- 
membered, contended a few months since, when Spencer, who is fivs or six 
years his opponent's senior, and has rowed some few races, while the other is 
‘a mere novice, gave two lengths’ start, and Kilsby, going away from the first, 
won as he liked. There is no doubt that Spencer was in no sort of condition 
on the day, and his friends therefore backed him again, the men to start level. 
Both had taken every care of themselves, and came to the post in excellent 
condition. The course was from Putney to Mortlake, and the sum at stake 
£25 a side. _The umpires were Mr. Clifton, for Spencer, and Mr. Innes for 
Kilsby, while Mr. Hfpkins, of the William the Fourth, Thames-bank, Pimlico, 
was referee. After a vast amount of fiddling they got off level, Sperceron 
the Middlesex side, and remained level for 200 yds, when Spencer began to 
draw in front, and was half his length ahead at the Star and Garter, going 
clear and nearly fouling 200 yds further on. Directly afterwards Kilsby drew 


upon him, but Spencer spurted away, and increased his lead to the best part 
of a clear length atthe Point, where Kilsby again went at it with a will, but was 
baulked by the wash of his opponent and a waterman’s apprentice, who was 
rowing ahead of him. The same positions were maintained till they had passed 
Craven Cottage, where there was another fine spurt from Kilsby, who, near 
the Crab Tree, drew on his opponent's stern, and continued to press him very 
hard till there was a slight touch near Hammersmith Bridge, and another. 
under it. On each occasion Kilsby let his man go ahead, and, directly they 
had passed throngh the bridge, sheered out toavoid his wash. The race now 
became intensely exciting, Kilsby being just on his opponent's quarter, till they 
reached Chiswick Ait, where Kilshy came up level, and there was a splendid 
struggle between them till they had reached the topend of the island, where 
Kilsby went clear in front, and, although closely pressed the remainder of the 
distance, won by five or six lengths. Tho start was not effected until 4.22 p.m., 
although advertised for 3 o'clock, and consequently Mortlake was not reached 
until a very palpable darkness had set in, to the immense disgust of the 
tolerably large assembly, who made vain attempts to keep their poor feet warm 
and their blood in*circulation on board the Citizen Q, engaged specially to 
accompany the raca. 

The second event was starte@ inat before the above without a sleam-boat in 
waiting, the competitors being Gurteen, one cf Dollard’s firm, and Lovell, of 
Paddington—both landsmen, who have done nothing calling for particular 
comment in this place. The stake was £10 a side, distance Putney to Barnes. 
Lovell, who had ths best station, made a wretched start, Gurteen going right 
away till past the Crab Tree. Here Lovell gradually came up, and was level 
with his opponent near Hammersmith, when he fouled a barge, lost every 
vestige of chance, and consequently Gurteen won by six Tengths; and thus 
terminated the season on the Thames. The winners trained at Mr, Parkhurst's, 
the Bull’s Head, Barnes. . 


BOWLING.—Rather an unusual number of bowling contests took place on 
the Town Moor, Newcastle, last week, the principal being between the cele- 
brated Laws, of North Seaton (270z), and Joseph Philipson, the famous pedes- 
trian (200z). The contest was a series of misfortunes for Laws throughout, 
his bowl getting into difficulties at almost every throw: he was never able to 
get alongside of his opponent (who is a mere novice), and consequently 
suffered a disgraceful defeat by upwards of 50 yds. The issue naturally proved 
a thorough drop, Betting: 20 to 1 on Laws, but few takers,

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Tue Tarragona” affair has been succeeded by a still worse piece of scandal 
in the shape of a systematic “‘picking-up” anent the spelling of the word Rein- 
deer; but, as the whole of the evidence in the latter caso has not been forth- 
coming, we at present abstain from further allusion to the matter. Rumour 
j.as been busy, too, with other things 20 connection with some of our leading 
racing magnates. Because the Marquis of Exeteris reducing his establishment 
11 Burghley, Lord Stamford retiring from the Management of hounds, the 
French Confederacy and Mr. Thomas Parr “weeding” their studs, most un- 
founded reports, intimating their secession from the turf, are in circulation. 
Jl is idle gossip. A most unwarrantable liberty, in particular, has been taken 
with the Marquis of Exeter’s name; and we may here state that the noble lord 
js about to make a tour on the Continent, solely because of the declining health 
of Lady Victoria Cecil, Lord Stamford, though ® draught of his racing 
team has recently been submitted to the hammer, never entertained the 
idea of so prematuroly giving up the pursuit of our national pastime; 
his lordship, in fact, is making extended arrangements for the accommodation of 
additional thorough-breds, haying just taken to the stables adjoining his 
mansion at Newruarket formerly rented by Baron Rothschild. Count Lagrange 
and Baron Niviere have merely dissolved partnership, 80 far as the French 
turf is concerned, and still retain the curious-legged though clever Hospodar, 
upon whom the extraordinary reserved price of TEN THOUSAND GUINEAS was put 
at the recent sale of the continental bred horses. Lord St. Vincent, the owner 
of the heayily-hacked Lord Clifden, would have given half (he money for the 
colt, but, beyond securing a line for the Derby, we cannot see that he would 
have been any great accession to Edwin Parr’s select lot. The fact of the 
Wantage Squire making purchases during the Houghton assembly is a suffi- 
cient denial as to his retirement from racing, eyen if we were not convinced 


other.

that his heart is too muchin the sport to ever giye it up, so long ag his health 
and circumstances will permit of his following the amusement. We have few 
better judges of horses and pace than Tom Parr; and long may his name con- 
tinue to be found in the green-tipped pages of Weatherby. We regret, how- 
ever, to find that the Scotch turf will shortly lose the Ecclefecchan laird, as Mr. 
William Sharpe’s lease of the Hambleton training quarters expires next 
spring and will not be renewed. The retirement of the late Lord Eglinton, 
My, Meiklam, Mr. Ramsay. and others, was a heavy blow to the border race- 
meetings ; and our Scotian friend§ have now but Mr. James Merry, as their sole 
colossal pillar. ; 

John Scott and other Malton trainers have heen sadly put about by the 
enclosure of a portion of-the wolds upon which they have been in the habit of 
preparing horses, and upon which the Malton race course wag formed, and it 
is not unlikely that the popular veteran may remove to the immediate vicinity 
of Scarborough, at which place we hear that a race meeting is to be attempted 
next spring. William Goater’s business increasing he has taken the late Mr. 
Yorth's training stables at Michel Grove, in conjunction with his establishment 
at Findon; and Henry Goater has been entrusted with Mr. Gratwicke’s horses. 
Moorhen, Schism, and Faultless have been taken out of training; Highflyer 
and Bolero are hunting; and Moorcock, Arrogante, Sutherland, Lupulus, 
Paradox, Brahmin, and others haye been purchased for the Continent. 
Umpire was “cut” a few days since; and Parasite has broken down so badly 
that he is to bo sent to Ireland as a sire. Vancouver's legs have also '* gone;” 
and, like Old Calabar, he goes to the stud forthe coming season, which. pro- 
mises, despite the number of mares discovered to be barren, to be a very brilliant 
one, Newminster’s subscription is full. Stockwell is to join the Fadji and 
Turnus at Mr. Naylor's seat, Hooton Hall; and Voltigeur's fee at Middlethorpe 
is to be 50 sovseach. Orlando's number of visitors will be reduced to fifteen 
or twenty, and barren ones are exempted. Muscovite is to be located at 
Badminton, and Old Calabar at Harlestone; and we are glad to hear that 

Buccaneer is likely to have a strong muster of patronesses. Schism is heavy in 
foal; but we are sorry to learn that Eulogy, Jacqueline, Blister, Lady Blanche, 
Alkali, Elspeth, Doralice, Viyandiere, Gossamer, Jerusalem, Orestes’s dam, 
Calista, Lady Oxford, Lady Lotty, Constance, Twinkle, Daughter of the 
Star, Countess, Habena, Triangle, Furbelow, Palmeria, Magic, Gadabout, 
and Altitude, are among the number of stud failures. Hybla’s foal to 
Stockwell is unfortunately dead. John Osborne has purchased Weatherbit, 
and intends to send all his mares to that horse, who will continue some 
time longer at Easby. 

- The steeple chase season has opened well; but poor Robert Sly’s accident 
has been followed up by even a more serious one to the accomplished George 
Stevens. George narrowly escaped a severe injury at Lincoln last Saturday; 
but he gota territic dinorben at Heretord, where Decepiion slipped, owing 
to the heavy state of the ground. Indeed, the country has been saturated 
of late; and we wonder that there was not a serious accident over the Pitch- 
croft line, as little Wee Nell, who seems to improve. with age, led them a 
rare bat.” Still, the Lincoln country is far away more stiff, and therefore 
more distressing, than the Worcester one; bnt it is the pace over lighter 
courses that brings so many horses to grief. We shall have several promising 
debutants this campaign; but we say no more of Zanthus, and other equally 
stale and uncertain ones, in public. 

The betting upon the Liverpoo] Autumn Cup race continues very brisk, and 
bas undergone some great changes since we last alluded to it. Dulcibella has 
become a rattling favourite; and it appears that the good thing.Oates fancied 
he had in Doefoot has been spoiled by the latter going amiss, but yet Master 
George dreams that he can even bring it off with Silkstone. Coronet turns out 
to be a roarer; but if he can only surmount the hill at the finish we could not 
discard him. Even now it is doubtful whether Johnny Armstrong will be 
trusted with so heavy a weight; and Hartington is in quite as much favour as 
Canary, though the withdrawal of Balham, and the result of the recent 
trial with the Worcester victor, ought to have given the Danebury 
horse a better lift. Misfortune looks like ‘‘coming,” but we ‘shall contide 


in three, substituiing Silkstone for Doefoot, and retaining our original selec- 
tions, Canary and Coronet, reluctantly giving the preference to Canary. 
have some little doubt about the ability of the latter to get home.

We presume that this assumption 
of a. character so difficult in every respect was undertaken for the express 
purpose of challenging criticism and claiming a verdict at the hands of the 
metropolitan press, for the part Mr. Swinbourne essayed in Mr. Boucicault's 
drama presented no scope for a decided display of power.

PROFESSOR THOMAS, THE SALOPIAN. 


Tus distinguished athlete was born in Southwark, London, January 28, 
1823. Height, 5ft8}in. The present engraving is from a photograph taken 
in the costumein which he performed in his calisthenic entertainment before 
his grace the Duke of Athol at his Highland residence, Dunkeld, Perthshire, 
on the 10th of Julyin the present year. His grace was so highly pleased that 
he presented him with a miniature claymore in silver. The medal on his breast, 
the Cross of St. Andrew, was presented to him by the officers of the Inver- 
ness, Elgin, Nairn, and Banff Militia at Fort George on the 10th of June, after 
performing in that garrison. The sword he holds was presented to him by 
the officers of the Royal Artillery at Hilsea Barracks, Portsmouth, October 16, 
1858, as a mark of.their esteem for his science and agility. He received, on the 
1st of September, 1857, through the adjutant-general, a Horse Guards order 
from H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge, Commander-in-Chief of her Majesty's 
Forces, to give his calisthenic entertainment at all military stations, camps, &c., 
and since that time he has performed before all the commanding officers with 
their regiments in every military station in Great Britain, Ireland, and the 
Channel Islands. On the 18th of May, 1861, by desire of Lord Ranelagh, he 
gave his entertainment before the:members of the South Middlesex Volunteers 
and the nobility of the metropolis, in Beaufort Park, Fulham. A contempo- 
rary, in its remarks on this occasion, says: ‘* All his feats were performed with 
a skill that must have been acquired only by a long-continued practice and 
perseverance. The ease with which he severed a whole sheep with one 
stroke of the broad sword, also the grace with which he performs the 
terrific feat of severing the lemon, striking perpendicularly on the palm of the 
naked hand, astonished every one present.”’ 

The Professor's debut into public life was as a pedestrian, first,of all known 
as the Chelsea Wonder, and afterwards by the cognomen of the Salopian. InFeb. 
1846, we find him in a seven miles walking match, defeating eight others, for 
&® watch and gold seals, given by Jem Burn, at his then country residence in 
Fulham Fields. Since that time he has made athletic sports his entire study, 
and to go through all his matches and feats is more. than we have space to 
spare. His principal matches were with Spooner, in December, 1849, at 
Shrewsbury, ten miles, £25 a side, when he was defeated; in 1852, at the Old 
Copenhagen, he met and defeated Churles Powell, seven miles, £25 a side; de- 
feated Sam East, twenty miles, £100 ; defeated Tom Foxcraft, seven miles, £50 
aside; defeated Henry Jessop (Horse Guards Blue), seven miles, £25 a side ; 
made a-bet of £100 with Mr. Chadwick he would walk seven miles in 58min, 
but had to forfeit £40, being taken With rheumatism whilst training the re- 
nowned Spider and Jack Grant, at Mar- 
gate. This was all in 1852. The last 
time he appeared as a pedestrian in

OF THE CHAMPION CIRCUS. — 


Ihe following appeared in our Town Edition of last week s— 


Tom Sarers and his “auctioneer” have been renowned all over the world, 
and a combination of the two vetoes has superinduced an unquestionable 
Supremacy with all More especially sohas this been the case since the grand 
international encounter at Farnborough .between him and Heenan, Latterly 
the ex-champion has had a matnmoth circus of his own, conducted upon a 
scale sefdom surpassed in this country; and it was firmly conjectured by the 
million that, while he was thus winning golden opinions from all men, he was 
at the same time materially enhancing the balance in the hands of his banker. 
Last week, however, the sporting public more. especially were startled by an 
Official intimation in the daily prints that Sayers had commissioed Mr. Abra-. 
hams, another “auctioneer,” of Twickenham, to bring his whole stud to the 
hammer at Mr. Warner's, the Lower Welsh Harp, Hendon, Middlesex, on 
Thursday last. It was quite clear, then, that even if the’ good ship Alexandria 
had been burnt by the Federals, er that some united power had“ caught a 
Tartar,” with her 2,000 tons burthen, on the track from Melbourne—that there 
was no possible chance of our English Achilles disposing of himself in ‘‘the 
land of gold.” Brother Jonathan calculated aright as to its being all 
“‘bunkem,” for thus spoke that clipping transatlantic sporting broadsheet, the 
New York: Clipper, of September 27:—‘‘What think you? ill the Lion ever 
go to Australia at all? We hardly think it. Without wishing td disparage the 
gallant Little Tom—whom we know like a book, and wish all sorts of prospe- 
rity—it' is impossible to read these ‘ blarsted’ puffs and not feel a leetle bit dis- 
gusted. Surely Sir Thomas has reputation and fame enough to stand on his 
own bottom by this time; then why all this hyperbole? We object for his 
own sake, and reitérate, in the language of an eminent divine, * It’s too much 
pork for a shilling.’ When Washimgton La Grand (who the deuce is he, any 
way ?) does take Sayers to Australis, our readers will be informed.” The con- 
jecture was a far-seeing one across the Atlantic, and the British public are 
now convinced, from the sale proeoedings of Thursday, which we describe 
below, that they will not lose their ‘pick of the basket,” 2s Tom Sayers posi- 
tively intends to remain in the umited country. So mote it be—with what 
intent we may hereafter show. 

The sale was advertised to commence at twelve o’clock, but it was long past 
one before the Twickenham Tattersall mounted his rostrum, placed in the 
meadow where Hendon races are held, contiguous to Mr. Warner's hostelry. 
The ground was a perfect swamp, a searching rain camo steadily down during 
the whole time the “ performace” was going on, and yet it did not damp the 
ardour of some 700 or 800 spectators. Tho auctioneer expatiated upon the 
celebrity of tho cirque, and solicited their heed to the attractive collection 
before them. The carriages were first disposed of, Mr. Ackwright purchased 
the advertising and band carriages for £21 17s. 6d.: jack fetched 8gs; 
dennet, 10}gs; and pheton, 21gs. The coyered yan, the panels painted with 
“Portrait of Sayers with Belt, Cups, and Dog,” ‘Sayers in attitude,” and 
“ Meeting of Sayers and Heenan,” ftied inside as an office van, was bought in. 
The harness was next sold, fetching £24. ‘The tent, 90ft, with 11ft. walling, 
capable of holding 2,500 people, was then put up. Mr. Abrahams said the tent 
cost close upon £300. The opening bid was 20gs, and a voice ejaculated, ‘It’s 
@ pity to sell poor Tom Sayers's house.” The ex-champion laughingly ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ Yes, I must leave it, and shall soon want @ benefit, and some of 
you to take a ticket.” The bids extended to £32, when it was knocked down 
to Mr. Wood, auctioneer, of Hounslow. Mr, Reeves, Tom’s secretary, bought 
in the brown mastiff dog Lion, a magnificent specimen of Lord Derby’s cele- 
brated breed from Bury, Lancashire. The price was 21g. Mr. Batty (Astley’s) 
bought Wallace (a cream carriage) fer 20gs; and Yankee, one of the ring stud, 
for 7gs; Mr. Van Hare took Tike and Emma at 2¢gs; Mr. Alfred was the pur- 
chaser of Baby for 26gs; and Jemmy Welsh bought Jem for 14gs; the mules 
Pete and Barney, originally imported into England by Howes and Cushing, 
were bought in for 190gs; Hero, for 35gs; Lady, 15}gs; Little Siss, 10}gs; 
Tommy, 31gs; Tiger, 15igs; and two others for 16Jgs. Mr. Warner, the host, 
bought Warner for 20gs, and Northallerton fell to Mr. Swaby for 10}gs.. The 
other lots fetched £112, Jt was evident that the cream of the stock did not 
change hands, and the rumour was yery current that the unsold stock would 
be transferred by private contract'to Howes and Cushing, and that Sayers 
and Heenan would accompany them together.
